ENNSYLVANIA’S physicians, faced 1932 
realization that the underfeeding children 
during the depression was already beginning show 
evidence serious increase malnutrition, formu- 
lated plan for coordinating all services protect, 
least, the children families relief, those 
families near the point economic breakdown. The 
Medical Society the State Pennsylvania, to- 
gether with the Governor, created committee 
coordinated agencies, known the Pennsyl- 
vania State Emergency Child Health Committee. 
Dr. Samuel McC. Hamill, Philadelphia, was 
elected its chairman, and for more than three years 
now has devoted his entire time this work. 

One outstanding fact about this committee that 
the work health protection was and 
guided the physicians the State. Second, 
combination all public and private health and 
welfare agencies the State and the county units 
through which works—State and county depart- 
ments health, school departments, state and 
county medical societies, dental societies, parent- 
teacher associations, tuberculosis organizations, the 
American Red Cross, nursing groups, nutrition teach- 
ers, and home economists, public relief and private 
welfare agencies, women’s clubs, service clubs. Every- 
one who touches the field child health and 
welfare Pennsylvania has pooled his resources 
within his county, protect the health the 


children whose future has been menaced lack 
proper food and lack medical supervision during 
the strain these years economic depression. 


Third, practically all this work performed 
volunteers. 


shall attempt outline for you the 
proposed plan, the methods followed, and some the 
results. 

The first essential was bring under medical 
observation the children families relief, and 
procure health evaluation the child, which 
possible only careful health examination. 

Where malnutrition and physical defects are 
recorded, they must corrected. Where children 
are inadequately fed, and are living want and 
depression, their resistance infection lowered. 
Therefore they must protected immunization 
against smallpox and diphtheria. The earlier 
their lives this can done, the better. 

That’s the whole program really, but unique, 
that not sporadic. attempts cover every 
home where there need, every square mile the 
counties Pennsylvania which set up. 
has been active for more than three years, and 
gradually being extended the few remaining 
counties which has not yet operated. 

what method has the work been accomplished? 
Primarily the cooperation all professional and 
lay groups, working together volunteers, from the 
chairman and the president the medical society 
the State, through the dentists, social workers, 
nutritionists, lay volunteers, the farm mothers 
who offer their kitchens for nutrition demonstrations

(St. Christopher’s School has about 125 dependent and neglected 
children care—100 the cottage institution and foster 
family homes.) 


ITH the two-fold objective adding variety 
and freshness the children’s summer pro- 
gram and giving students more concrete knowledge 
the place and contribution the institution the 
field child welfare, St. Christopher’s School em- 
barked 1935 upon summer training program for 
students. was believed that the school was 
particularly advantageous position contribute 
the latter objective because its personnel resources, 
which included professionally trained social worker 
superintendent, staff four full-time trained 
case workers, attending psychiatrist, pedia- 
trician, and the services clinical psychologist. 
The program was made available college stu- 
dents the first year. This past summer got 
touch with professional schools social work for 
students majoring child welfare. Ten students 
were residence for seven weeks. They paid their 
own traveling expenses the school Dobbs Ferry, 
and were given honorarium other than mainte- 
nance during their residence. Students were duty 
five days week, and two different ones assumed 
additional week-end responsibility. 


day the morning was spent attendance 
lecture case discussion courses given various 
staff members subjects laying foundation for 
better understanding the child and his institution 
setting. These courses dealt with the development 
and present status institutions; practical applica- 
tion mental hygiene principles group work 
relation; and the techniques case work with chil- 
dren living group. addition these courses, 
there were field visits other institutions well 
lectures related subjects authorities not the 
permanent school staff. 

novel aspect the summer’s work was one 
period week under the direction the school’s 
recreation worker, which time the students were 
taught games for the accomplishment different 
purposes and for different age groups. additional 
weekly period was arranged during which students 
worked the craft shop, learning techniques still 
another sort that they could use with children. 


rule, afternoons evenings were devoted 
group recréation, the children having spent the morn- 
ing activities supervised the regular staff while 
the students were busy classes. Each student was 
responsible for the recreation the particular group 
children assigned her and, addition, depend- 
ent her training and ability, carried two three 


selected children individual, intensive case 
work basis. 


evaluation this summer’s program must 
made from three points view—that the stu- 
dents, the school, and the children. far the 
students were concerned, they were one accord 
saying they felt they had received much more than 
they had given. The school felt had provided 
valuable training program for student social workers, 
but that its training contribution 
weighed the value the children. was 
expected, the student’s contribution the program

The Individual Child 


the depression, relief has been generous 
the mass, but the children the individual families 
have most instances those comforts that 
provide vigor for the body and feeling security, 
happiness, and joy. The millions those children 
must have the inadequacies the last years made 
for them, insofar possible, during the next ten 
years—by parents and the various educational, re- 
ligious and social instrumentalities the community. 

Approximately 300,000 children are care apart 
from their families, and approximately equal 
number dependent children are cared for home 
through mothers’ aid. But there are least one-half 
million others who should have such care, and who 
are now living degradation, squalor and neglect 
that beggar description. Many these are rural 
areas, off the main travelled roads the woods 
the lonely plains. 

With the new powers given the Social Security 
Board and the United States Children’s Bureau, 
some these children are being sought out, bring 
them comfort and hope for the future. The care 
these children, however, when they have been dis- 
covered, remains responsibility the local com- 
munities. This load not taken off the minds and 
hearts generous citizens. The agencies and institu- 
tions for helping children when their own homes fail 
them are still the main recourse, and they must 
depend the generosity their friends—and par- 
ticularly now that are longer completely 
engrossed the need relief and can once more 
give our attention the needs individual children. 

The United States has been anomalous 
position among the nations with reference the care 
its dependent, neglected homeless children. 
While other nations are able state with reasonable 


assurance their methods care for needy children, 
have always had say that have American 
plan, and find that our forty-eight states are 
different stages development with regard child 
care. 

has been little short calamity for children 
have been born states that during all these years 
have assumed governmental responsibility for 
unfortunate children living within their borders. 
Many have been well cared for such states 
private, church non-sectarian institutions and 
agencies, but the limitations budgets, which have 
been particularly felt during the depression years, 
have made impossible for institutions and agencies 
meet all needs. 

means the child welfare sections the 
Social Security Act August 14, 1935, the first steps 
have been taken bring about widespread protec- 
tion and some general uniformity into the program 
care. cannot assumed that the forty-eight 
different plans with their great divergencies were all 
equally good. The Children’s Bureau the 
Department Labor, since 1912, has rendered in- 
valuable service the field child care all the 
states, but its scope until recently has been large 
measure limited survey, investigation and stand- 
ardization through educational process. Through 
the administrative supervision the Social Security 
Board and the United States Children’s Bureau, 
provided the Act, there reason hope that some 
general principles may grow out this diversity and 
may made apply the choice staff, the 
methods administration and the forms aid given. 

Unless private agencies are kept strong and have 
coordinated their plans into well-thought-out pro- 
gram, many dependent and neglected children will 
without the help that the Social Security Act puts 
within their reach.

for their neighbors. The chairman the county 
committee always physician, elected the 
county medical society. The vice-chairman 
woman volunteer who knows her county. 

Lists children families relief are provided 
the local emergency relief administration. Social 
workers volunteers obtain the name the family 
physician every family. Wherever possible 
makes the health examination his own patients, 
using examination form furnished the State 
committee for the purpose. Thus the examinations 
are uniform, and the family-physician relationship 
maintained. Volunteer motor service brings the 
children the place and the time selected the 
physician. Trained volunteer aides assist taking 
histories, weighing and measuring children, and writ- 
ing the dictated findings the examining physician. 

the discovered defects are such that they can 
corrected the examining physician, continues 
treatment. vaccinates and immunizes against 
diphtheria. The materials are furnished for this 
purpose the State Department Health. 
milk, cod-liver oil, extra feeding necessary, 
note goes from the physician the local emergency 
relief office, and the additional request 
the family. the family not public relief, 
local groups attempt provide milk and cod-liver 
oil. Where dental need, orthopedic defects, need for 
glasses, operative difficulties, malnutrition, are found, 
individuals agencies the county equipped for 
these services, and already tied the committees, 
begin take over their share the work. 

Originally all this necessary coordination was done 
lay volunteers, but ever since C.W.A. first came 
into the alphabet, secretaries have been furnished 
from the relief rolls for much this daily routine 


and for the mass clerical work necessary. This 
secretarial project, the way, was the first white- 
collar job for women established Pennsylvania 
under C.W.A. has lived through L.W.D., and 
now under W.P.A. still exists. Later second 
project was added which nurses could used, 
much the same capacity school nurses. 

by-product this child health program, 
like think the 180 young women who have 
served for greater lesser periods, coming from the 
relief rolls independence, and giving service 
inestimable value the children Pennsylvania. 
They should make good citizens and fine mothers, 
this group health-minded aides. 


Now, what has been accomplished the 
emergency child health program—thousands chil- 
dren have been given complete health examination. 

326,678 defects have been disclosed. 

Over per cent the children were found not 
have been vaccinated. these, per cent were 
under six years age. 

More than per cent had not been immunized 
against diphtheria. per cent these were under 
six years age, the period when the disease most 
prevalent and most fatal. 

per cent the children were malnourished. 
these, per cent were under six years age. 
This, remember, was not height-weight-age-study, 
but represents clinical findings actual malnutrition. 

per cent had dental caries. 

per cent had diseased tonsils. 

6,900 children were found have deficiency 
diseases. 

10,800 had behavior disorders. 

2,750 had lung affections. 

2,700 had cardiac defects. 

8,000 had eye defects. 


And on. Apparently there was need for these 
health examinations! the present time, 38.5 
per cent these defects have been corrected, and the 
work going forward continuously. Pennsylvania 
has become child health minded. Nine counties have 
put general immunization programs including all 
children. The State Federation Women’s Clubs 
has new slogan, health examination for every 
child—for yours and for rural areas are 
cooperating with the State departments health and 
education bring under immediate care children 
rural schools who have visual defects. The State 
dental society has joined forces with the State medi- 
cal take care children’s teeth. 
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The parent-teacher associations, with the permis- 
sion their national organization, have cooperated 
completely with the Emergency Child Health Com- 
mittee, using the same examination blank for the 
summer round-up pre-school children. They 
realize that physicians are doing much volun- 
teers for children whose families cannot pay that 
they have pledged themselves ask every family 
which can possibly afford pay the family 
physician for this examination. Every 
effort being made have all defects brought under 
care, and nearly possible corrected these 
children enter school. The story wasted years 
schooling, repeated grades, the cost the taxpayer, 
shown the departments education, for those 
children who have gone year after year the 
schools repeaters, worn out 
because malnutrition physical handicaps, have 
moved the parent-teacher associations use every 
bit their strength make these children fit for 
school before they enter the first grade. 


ought have school entrance health exami- 
nation, and law imposing the correction defects 
children before they are allowed enter school. 
would save the country millions school money, 
and create happier, more useful lives for the majority 
our population. 


Malnutrition, course, not one the conditions 
that can dealt with summarily. Proper feeding, 
well sufficient food, question the educa- 
tion parents, and cannot immediately accom- 
plished dictum. The story the Emergency 
Child Health Committee and its fight against mal- 
nutrition worthy separate place for itself 
program. 


The physicians dre led believe that the average 
family strains every effort for milk for the infant and 
the very young children, and that, therefore, the 
inroads malnutrition not show usually until 
little later, when there has been extended period 
underfeeding improper feeding. The important 
thing here seemed the instruction mothers. 
Every nutritionist, home economist, and dietitian 
the counties was called aid this teaching. 


was soon found that the group-teaching plan 
was not effective. Mothers, especially those rural 
communities and those public relief, could not 
attend group classes, hesitated so. The 
small group three four, preferably the home 
neighbor, where the kitchen set-up was familiar 
the mother, visits the individual home, were 
found the most practical means teaching. 


Simple literature—showing costs, proper varieties, 
and amounts available foods, and practical menus 
with recipes—was provided. The material was ar- 
ranged the State nutrition committee the 
Emergency Child Health Committee and printed 
the State emergency relief board. 

far, 48,380 mothers have been given nutrition 
instruction through the county committees, and al- 
ways the nutrition work has been done with the 
cooperation and guidance the medical profession. 
The two must hand hand, and with the health 
examinations, order determine whether not 
there medical condition serving obstacle 
building the undernourished child. Any one 
you can recall case child any average family 
whose mother says, can’t seem get any flesh 
that child’s bones, matter how much milk 
child needs the doctor for careful 
health examination. Nutrition teaching fine 
thing, but unless follows careful medical examina- 
tion, and until the physical defects thus discovered 
are corrected, nutrition program will get very far. 
The nutritionist should have about the same relation 
the physician have the nurse and the social 
worker. 


Tue Pennsylvania program has taught the non- 
medical group our State that the medical profes- 
sion must take the lead the health protection 
childhood, and that the other professions must fall 
into line following instructions and helping build 
strong, happy childhood background assured 
health. 

During the first years the depression, although 
seemed obvious many that large proportion 
our people could not exist with prolonged shortage 
food, fuel and clothing, and with the strain 
insecurity, without soon showing signs general 
health deterioration, yet were told all sides 
that the country was fine physical health, that the 
death rate was the lowest its history, that simple 
living was having good effect race becoming 
soft with too much material well-being. 

These optimists forgot the countless ones who, 
even before the depression, never shared the material 
wealth our country. They forgot there are two 
million daily sick America—and the always full 
thousands hospital beds for the physically and 
mentally ill. What are they saying today, after six 
years the depression, wonder, when the figures 
the Department Health show that 10.9 
every 1,000 our population died last year—an 
increase 3.8 over the previous year. 
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For here, those additional deaths are the least 
important part the picture. Their significance 
the important thing. they mean that are 
slipping, after thirty years gain, our fight 
against disease and death? Or, worse, they 
indicate more physical disabilities for those who live? 
That possibility dare not risk. 

For all who are interested the welfare young 
children for the sake their future well-being 
effort must seem too great for their early health 
protection. The means are within our hands. Penn- 
sylvania believes that the intelligent coordination 
existing services, under medical guidance, can offer 
this vitally important protection.

the extent which she had been able deal 
effectively with the problems her own emotional 
development. 

The children themselves gained some freshness 
approach, and found more fun have young 
people their leaders whose legs could run fast 
theirs and who gave sign physical fatigue, than 
led and supervised the older members 
the regular staff. The children appeared profit 
still another way. Institution living prone put 
premium upon maintaining one’s individuality be- 
cause many the child’s contacts are group 
nature. some the summer groups, result 
the training program, there was considerable de- 
velopment among individuals within the group (as 
well whole) becoming less individualistic 
their feeling, and more truly socialized, learning 
temper their individual wishes conform those 
the group. 

Perhaps the most penetrating evaluation all, 
however, can found the words one the 
students, who writes: 

“In retrospect the field work experience afforded 
this past summer St. Christopher’s School was 
vivid laboratory introduction the manifold prob- 
lems mental hygiene, institution organization, and 
the social problems involved arranging the lives 
individual boys and girls institutions. What pre- 
viously had been theory and the limited observation 
possible through sheltered field work experience was 
magnified and made realistic. 

“Tt was possible see here the correlation between 
case work analysis and individual behavior, which 


obviously impossible case work agency where 
client seen the most once twice week. 
intimate association meals and play was 
possible observe detailed symptomatic behavior 
mental hygiene significance, while the discussion 
objective case work material combined with our face 
face relationship with the youngsters focused our 
thinking many ticklish problems faced 
the child welfare field. 

“The classes under members the school staff 
were especially valuable that they linked theory 
directly the reality set-up St. Christopher’s 
School. The viewpoints expressed the students 
from the other schools were enriching and the 
approach some problems was thought-provoking. 

“Living institution introduced the 
complex community life existing any institution 
where temperament and personalities are impor- 
tant. The question personnel selection, the impor- 
tance smooth running administrative machinery, 
and the necessity constant cooperation and inter- 
pretation the board were emphasized. 

“To sum up, should say that the 24-hours-a-day 
living, working and playing St. Christopher’s gave 
understanding the important the insti- 
tution plays child welfare and appreciation 
the sincere progressive work being done St. Christ- 
opher’s 

plan continue the training program for ten 
students during the summer 1937. Experience 
gained from the past experiments will used 
formulating next summer’s work. Undoubtedly, 
modifications will made and innovations intro- 
duced. and large, however, St. Christopher’s 
believes the program both basically sound and 
valuable, and bids fair become integral part 
the school’s total contribution child welfare.
